Mr*  Chairman,  Mrs,  Wri^t  and  Centlemen, 

I have  the  honcxir  to  suhniit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1959* 

The  estimated  mid^-yeor  population  for  1959  was  6,850,  an  increase 
of  50  over  that  of  the  preceeding  year.  It  is  woirth  recalling  that  the 
e:?timated  population  in  1945  was  5,721. 

VIDAL  STATiaCICS 

93  live  births,  of  -which  4 -were  illegitimate,  -were  registered 
during  the  year  and  there  -were  57  deaths  from  all  causes. 

The  birth  rate,  13*58,  was  slightly  hir^er  than  last  year  ( 13*07) 
and  again  much  lower  that  the  England  and  Wales  rate  of  16.5.  The 
illegitimate  live  births  accounted  for  4*3^  total  live  births. 

There  were  no  still  births  during  the  3^ear, 

The  births  coirpar ability  factor,  the  ratio  of  the  national  to  the 
local  fertility  index,  was  1*00, 

The  number  of:-deaths,  57 was  an  all-tiano  low  record  for  the  district 
and  this  despite  the  fact  tha-t  9 male  deaths  wore  due  to  coronary  dis^"^"'^ 
whereas  last  year  only  one  male  death  was  due  to  this  cause.  This  gave 
a death  rate  of  8,32  -vliilst  that  for  England  and  hales  was  11.6, 

The  deaths  conpar ability  factor  was  0,88, 

There  wore  2 infant  deaths,  both  legitimate,  under  1 week  of  age, 
gi-vLng  an  infant  mortality,  and  also  neo-natal  mortality  rate  of  21.5* 

The  England  and  Wales  infant  mortality  rate  was  22,2,  The  causes  of 
death  were  (1)  cerebral  birth  injury  (2)  (a)  intra^-cranial  haemorrhage 
(b)  haemorrhage  dis  O S-kj  o of  noY/^born. 

No  maternal  deaths  occurred  during  the  ^^-ear, 

Pneimionia  was  the  only  infectious  disease  to  cause  ary  deaths  in 
this  case  4 and  all  due  to  broncho  pneumonia  in  old  people, 

JNllITlOUS  DISEASES 

The  year  under  review  was  characterised  by  the  low  incidence  of 
notifiable  infectious  di  seciso  • 

Eor  the  first  time  no  cases  of  Yhooping  cou^gh  were  notified.  This 
disease  is  at  present  mild  in  character  and  has  been  much  modified  by 
immunisation  in  infancy. 


Tho  single  ease  of  food  poisoning  was  due  to  Seliiionella  t^/phimuriUm 
infection  ond  tho  source  was  not  traced*

Thirteen  water  saigples  from  sources  other  than  the  town  mains  were 
explained  during  the  year  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.

Last  year  I recorded  that  seventy  one  properties  ■';ver  connected  to 
the  newToffc-wood  sewer  -within  a few  months  of  its  completion.  Pollov/ing 
this  initial  rush  the  rate  dropped  considerably  and  it  v/as  therefore 
decided  to  give  free  connections  to  the  curbilage  of  groups  of  properties. 
Ninety  five  such  connections  were  made  and  a further  83  houses  were 
connected  making  a total  of  i54.  There  ore  221  houses  to  be  put  on  the 
sewer. 

Winter  has  tended  to  sfLow  up  the  rate  of  connections  but  it  is 
expected  that  by  the  end  of  the  simmer  there  -will  bo  few  houses  in  the 
Toft-wood  area  not  connected  to  the  sewer.

OPINION 

This  water  is  of  very  good  organic  quality  and  there  is  no  ch^iical 
evidence  of  pollution.  The  total  hardness  approxima.tes  to  19^  Glark,  aLnost 
all  of  this  being  tomporary.  The  reaction  is  sli^tly  on  the  allaaline  side 
of  neutrality  and  the  free  carbon  dioxide  is  moderately  Ioy/  so  that  the  water 
would  not  be  expected  to  have  any  serious  corrosive  action  on  metals.  Apart 

from  a trace  of  iron  other  metals  such  as  lead  and  copper  are  absent.  The 

fluorine  contort  is  1.2  parts  per  ixiillion  -vvhich  is  unusually  hi^  for  an  East 
Anglian  water.  The  optimum  fluorine  content  of  a drinking  water  is  usually 
taken  as  1 p.p.m.  In  our  opinion  the  water  is  very  suitable  for  drinlcing 
and  general  domestic  use.
